where I was employed, I longed for a change of scenery. After walking 
an hour I came upon a nice, cozy and inviting nook in the grove.

Then 
this sign, “Travel faster and safer in the new wingless Aeroplane owned by 
George Boljonis;” “Exclusive Millinery—Miss Jean Parrek.” In the midst 
of my amazement I found myself ushered from the theatre with the crowd, 
among whom I recognized Mr. and Mrs. Frank Ferretti, Mr. and Mrs. Adam 
Gerlak, and Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Pizzano. 


As I hurried along the street I noticed an electric sign “Hotel Fox,” a 
familiar name I thought, and just then I met an old friend Anna O'Rourke.
